The Board also has 
much to say regarding the accommo- 
dation offered by the railway com 
pany. It has no power over the com- 
pany regarding the location of the 
company’s car shops, etc. 

Dr. Mills briefly expressed 
pleasure at his visit to Northern Al- 
gerta. He was delighted with the 
trops and the general view of the 
gountry eas seen in his trip to Fort 
Saskatchewan and back, He was 
glaa “to see that the district amply 
justified all that was claimed for it.

Homestead Regulatio:s 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
ang person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.--Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plars: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the previsions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 


as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qO 0} JIo1Id 9oUepIsel 03 Se jOV sIq3 


suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settier has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

[The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
a an adjoining or cornering town- 
sbip. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, raust 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings rer their accommodation, 
and have hesides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liakle to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 


application for patent the settler | 


must give six monthy’ notice in-writ- 


ing to the Commissioner of Dominion t 


Lands, at Ottawa, of his intantion 
to do so.
